They were arrested 10:30 
p. rn., Saturday, on warrants 
sworn out by August J. Hert- 
weck, Philadelphia, and Ber­ 
tram W. Rudy, Langhorne 
Manor, builders of Broad­ 
way Manor and Laurel Bend. 
The builders swore out the 
warrants after the women 
took part in the protest pic­ 
keting across the street from 
the sample homes in Laurel 
Bend. 
“This is ridiculous,” said Wil­ 
liam 
Hodgkiss, chairm an

group of Broadway residents who 
have been protesting conditions in 
their community. “Snatching these 
women from their children and 
throwing them in jail like common 
criminals is outrageous. We will 
fight this with all we have.”
